The officials now 
think everything is settled with reference to the 
surrender of Santiago and consequently, all talk of 
submission to Blanco and Madrid is endexi^v-Adju- 
tant <>enerat'tl/OTT6m •ttiii'morning m^de • tlaS." state- 
ment that President McKinley sent most positive 
instructions to General"" Shafber ' last' night that 
there would be no further surmise and in case the 
city refused to surrender to open fire on the Span- 
iards and keep it up until the Dons were so com- 
pletely licked that they could not even talk fight. 
The exact result of the President's message is not 
known, but the four words in the cablegram re- 
ceived from Shafter are unmistakable. It is now 
stated that Admiral Sampson's fleet has passed 
the batteries at the mouth of Santiago Bay and 
his ships are now in the Santiago harbor.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—The presi- 


dent is determined not to wait for 
Spain to begin to sue for peace, but 
will go ahead with his preparations 
for the espediiions to 1'orto Rico and 
Spain. 
If Spain is sincere in asking 


for peace, there will be nothing- lost 
by these preparaUiiliS. The president 
is anxiously .awaiting the report of the 
commissioners arranging the surren- 
der and what methods are proposed 
for the sending home of the Spanish 
troops before he decides how it shall 
be done. 
While there was a general 


talk of peace here Friday and a feelinjr 
that the action of -Spain in agreeing to 
the surrender of Santiago indicates 
Tier appreciation of the hopelessness of 
continuing the struggle, this optimistic 
view is not shared by the president 
and several members of bis cabinet 
They have had too luuoh experience - i 
ivith the Spanish character in the past j 
year to feel warranted in expressing 
belief that the termination of the war 
is in Sight.
